LONDON, Nov. 15— Tories in Tat- 
ters, Another Blow to Baldwin.“ 
“Big Quarrel Over Lord Birkenhead” 
are some of the headings in the Oppo- 
sition press here today, and events of 
the past 24 . give some 
for these..

Of.this number only a 
negligible fraction has the slightest 
chance of finding that they Nave the 
ability to — motion picture actors, 
and the great majority suffer the pri- 
vations of unemployment and lack of 
money. Mr. Barratt. said: 

Blame the film publicity agent more 
than any other single cause for creating 
the impression that great wealth and 
fame lies in the path of anyone who 
casts his lot with the mo What 
we want to do is to get fe message 
broadcast through the & t the 
motion picture Industry is ch the 
same as any other, fequiring possibly 
a greater amount of hard work and 
ability before success can be achieved 
than the average. We mean to com- 
bat the false impression which has been 
cast about everything which has to do 
with the making of films, and let all 
those who contemplate coming to 
Hollywood in the hope of finding ready 
employment know the actual conditions 
which will.confront them here. 

We hope to enlist the co-operation of 


chambers of commerce in all parts of 

country to aid us in disseminating 
this information, and we shall call 
upon every agency possible to help dis- 
tribute our message. We will gladly 
enter into correspondence with anyone 
who is thinking of coming here, and 
furnish the latest and most aceurate 
information t the picture industry. 
We have heen promised the full co- 
— tion of the producers here in this

PARIS, Nov. 15—The Marquess of 
Crewe, British Ambassador, has deliv- 
ered another note to Raymond Poin- 
caré relative to events in the Rhine- 
land. The British Government is par- 
ticularly insistent on its opposition to 
Separatism. A number of notes have 
now been delivered, setting out the 
British observations in the strongest 
character, and indeed giving details 
of incidents which implicate French 
agents. Since the French Government 
does not choose to publish even the 
shortest summary of the contents of 
the British notes, the British authori- 
ties are silent. But it may be taken 
for granted that in the new document 
submitted by Lord Crewe, as in the 
earlier notes, the British contend that 
all Separatist movements in occupied 
regions, for which the Allies have 
responsibility as trustees under the 
Treaty of Versailles, tend to violate 
the frontiers laid down by the Treaty, 
and therefore are equivalent to the 
overthrowing of that document. 

This time the Foreign Office devel- 
6ps these arguments with precision 
and evidently is extremely serious 
about this matter. M. Poincaré has 
replied to the British note of Nov. 5. 
In that note the British gave a series 
of facts, on which it alleged that 
French officials had not observed an 
attitude of strict neutrality, but fa- 
vored the Séparatists. The British 
say that the movement succeeds only 


because the Separatist troops are not

Jarms is a breach of inter-allied’ ordi- 


nances. 


The fact that the movement has 
in the Belgian zone is 
brought forward.

MUNICH, Nov. 15— All the organiza-

There 
were less than 2500 men in the or- 
ganization, and the equipment con- 
sisted of 1000 rifles, six machine suns, 
three wagons, a few hand grenades, 
few bayonets, but no artillery and — 
motor transport. 

All is now quiet, so the emergency 
martial law restrictions have been 
lifted. Dr. von Kahr has re-estab- 
lished himself in the Government 
buildings. Herr Hitler is reported to 
be safely lodged in Landesberg prison, 
which he shares with Count Arco who 
shot Eisner. The Hitler-Ludendorff 
case is being carefully investigated, 
preparatory to legal proceedings be- 
ing taken against them. Herr Erhardt 
who has now assumed the leadership 
of the Nationalist youth movement an- 
nounces that he will support Dr. von 
Kahr. 

The food problem has now resumed 
the most prominent place in the atten- 
tion of the Government.

Problem Not New One 


Quoting a report of the American 
Bar Association to show that the dis- 
proportionate increase of crime had 
begun before 1890 and had continued 
up to 1920 and declaring that this is 
substantiated by every official in 
America who knows the facts, Mr.

The problem of law enforcement is 
not a new one, although the anti- 
prohibitionists would have us believe 
that the Eighteenth Amendment is re- 
sponsible for the great increase in 
crime.

Those o“ vou 
who heard Judge Boardman’s fine ad- 
dress at your New Haven School of 
Citizenship had an opportunity to see 
the figures that he presented. They are 
official figures and show a notable de- 
crease in crime. It is a fact that the 
population of our jails, our state 
prisons, and our reformatories, has de- 
creased since prohibition went into et- 
fect, and it’ is significant that this 
decrease is greatest in those cities 
where prohibition has been best en- 
forced. It is not that prohibition is a 
failure; prohibition is a success where 
it is enforced. It is a failure where 
there is no attempt to enforce it. 


Needs for Enforcement . 


Let me call your attention to two 
facts, though they should really not 
need stating: 

The first is that you cannot enforce 
a dry law with wet officials. You can- 
not expect prohibition to be enforced 
by men who have no sympathy with it, 
who sneer at it, who have always been 
opposed to it and are themselves vio- 
lators of the law.

POWER PROJECT _ 
PLANNED FOR WEST 


Huge Hydroelectric Develop- 
ment to Be Recommended 


* DENVER, Colo., Oct. 22 (Special 
Correspondence)—Construction of a 
great dam and power plant on the 
Colorado River in Black Hawk Canon, 
near Las Vegas, N. M., involving the 
expenditure of $100,000,000, will be 
recommended to Congress in Decem- 
ber by the Government Reclamation 
Service, according to a statement here 
by F. E. Wey month, chief engineer of 
the service. P 

The present plans, according to Mr. 
Weymouth, contemplate diverting the 
Colorado River from its channel, in 
order that a railroad may be con- 
structed into the cafion. The dam 
will be 740 feet high from its founda- 
tion in bedrock, and 140 feet below 
the surface of the water. As planned, 
it will be more than twice as high as 
the highest dam now in existence—the 
Arrow Rock Dam near Boise, Ida., 
which is 351 feet high. 

Reclamation of 6,000,000 acres of 
land, of which 2,000,000 are below the 
dam, protection of life and property 
in the Imperial Malicy, development 
of a continuous flow ef 800,000 to 
1,000,000 -kilowatts of electricity for 
industrial power to be used in Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Arizona and south- 
western Utah, and storage of 37,000.

OPLE of Illinois are taking a 
new pride in marking and pre- 
serving places of historic interest 
In Springfield the city 
zoning and planning commission has 
under ¢ansideration a plan to make 
Lincoln’s home at the northeast cor- 
er of Eighth and Jackson streets the 
civic center of the capital city which, 
in turn, ds to become the real heart 
of Illinois. The proposed plans call 
for the clearing away of eight city 
blocks. In the cleared space would 
be erected the new city hall, a court 
house, a public library, and an open 
air theater or forum. Beside the 
Lincoln home would be built a pool 
two city blocks in length and 80 
landscaped that it would be an oasis 
of beauty and quiet in the midst of the 
city. Thousands would then be able 
to pause and rest near the humble 
white cottage from whose doorway 
Abraham Lincoln went forth to the 
Nation's White House. Other elements 
of the plan cail for driveways con- 
necting. the State Capitol with Lin- 
Goln’s tomb and a boulevard leading 
to Old Salem Park, the reconstructed 
village, now state property, where 
Lincoln lived six years before go- 
ing to Springfield to practice law. 
In Winchester, III., the county seat 


on May 30, 1923, a natiye stone, un- 
polished, unassuming, and stanch, 
which the women of Winchester found 
after 15 search over their county.

They stopped bullfight- 
ing with a decisiveness that will never 
be forgotten, and they will stop other 
things in Cuba some day, which makes 
the present race of politicians most 
strangely préjudiced against them.

CHICAGO, Nov. 13— anton et 
Una“ graced the second perform 
inee of the Chicago Civic Opera Com- 
pany at the Auditorium, Saturday 
«fternoon (Nov. 10). There are engag- 
jag moments in this composition 
sgint-Saéns, and they, as well as 
excellent interpretation of them, 
eyoked generous euthusiasm from the 
house. 

The opera served principally to 
bring forward for the first time in 
this country the new French tenor 
upon whom, it is said, the company 
places many hopes. Fernand Ans- 
seau, if one may judge him by bis 
labors in the music and the action 
of Samson, is likely to justify those 
hopes. His voice is of admirable 
duality, even in tone throughout its 
range, able, to bear whatever emo- 
tional burden is placed upon it and 
generally well handied. Ansseau does 
not, it is trué, make the pictorial and: 
the histrionic appeal that was made 
by his distinguished predecessor, Mr. 
Muratore, but he is clearly a well- 
routined actor and an excellent 
singer. 

Mme. Louise Homer was the Daliia 
of the cast and a persuasive one. In 
smaller parts Cesaré Formichi. 
Edouard Cotreuil and Desire Defrere 
were more than merely adequate. The 
ballet set forth by Mr. Bolm and his 
coadjutors in the last act was a beau- 
tiful spectacle, one which brought 
forth hopes that more manifold oppor- 
tunities would be given to a branch 
of the organization which offered so 
much rapture to the eye. Ettore 
Panizza conducted with skill and care. 

The Wagnerian Opera Company 
opened its second and last week here 
Nov. 4 with “The Marriage of Figaro,” 
delightfully interpreted by Josef 
Stransky and his singers. Mr. Stran- 
sky, too, was responsible for a capti- 
vating performance of Johann Strauss’ 


“Fledermaus,” given Nov. 7. The 
opera has seldom been heard in Chi- | 
cago in the last quarter of a century, 
but its revival was well worth while. 

During the week Wagner's “Ring 
des Nibelungen“ was repeated and a 
performance of “Lobengrin” (Nov. 6) 
attracted a large audience. The Elsa 
of the cast was a neweomer—thel 
Frank—whose small voice and limited 
experience of the stage did not fit 
her for Wagnerian adventures.

Eva Gauthier in Novel Songs 
W ith Cincinnati Orchestra’ 


CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 13 (Special | 
Correspondence) —Fritz Reiner, con- 
ductor of the Cincinnati Symphony 
Orchestra, cannot be accused of dull- 
ness or monotony in the making of | 
programs. Following the pair of con- | 
certs of a fortnight ago—Ba&ch, Bee- 
thoven, Brahms—he choose to present 
by way of contrast last week a program 
consisting of the. orks of Ravel, 
Stravinsky.

SOME OF MIDDLE 
WESTERN BANKS 
FEELING STRESS 


Number of Country Institutions 
Close, Due Largely to Past 
Conditions 


MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 15—Twenty- 
four country banks in Minneapolis 
territory closed in six business days. 
Oct. 23 to 29; inclusive. 

This development indicates condi- 
tions of 18 months or two years ago. 
At no time, however, have there been 
so many banks closed or put on the 
doubtful list in so short a time—there 
being at least one bank reported in 
the doubtful or uncertain class for 
every one reported closed. 

To reconcile th's with the Ninth Re- 
serve District Bank's report of a 170. 
000,000 increase this year in farmers’ 
buying power, or 14 per cent over last 
year, requires some intimate knowledge 
of the situation. The banks which closed 
show the effect of past conditions. 
Depleted cash reserves and inability 
of tarmers to pay old debts are chiefly 
responsible. 

Unfavorable as the situation seems, 
some qualifying features appear. For 
years there have been too many banks 
in North Dakota. Some, in time, would 
have vanished anyway. 

Of the 24 that closed, one was a na- 
tional bank and 23 were state organ- 
izations. One was in Minnesota, two 
in Montana, and 21 In North Dakota. 
Nine were small banks of $10,000 cap- 
ital. The largest, the national, had 
$50,000 capital, $33,000 surplus, and also 
the largest total of deposits, $410,000. 
Capitalization account and total de- 
posits of the failed banks are shown 
below:

These are not large figures relative 
to the wealth of North Dakota. There 
is, however, a condition of distress 
where failures occur and naturally 
much necessity for watchfulness on the 
part of Minneapolis, St. Paul, and 
Duluth distributors doing business over 
this territory and taking payment in 
checks on country banks. 

Meanwhile there are two elements in 
evidence: That which has a member- 
ship partly political and which is seek- 
ing at any cost, even at the price of 
making the world believe that the 
northwest states are “broke,” to force 
immediate action for relief of the 
farmers, and another, composed mostly 
of business men in both country towns 
and the larger cities who believe that 
the worst is past, that this year’s crop 
and general commodity price readjust- 
ment will work out for a return to 
prosperity and who deplore the pessi- 
mism that goes east in the news 
dispatches.

Awarded Wingate Cup and 
Wendell Bat for Baseball Ability 


George Owen Jr. 23, of Newton, 
Mass., enjoys the distinction of being 
the first player in the history of base- 
ball at Harvard University to win both 
the Dana P. J. Wingate Cup and the 
Barrett Wendell Jr. Bat. At a recent 
-meeting of the baseball advisory com- 
mittee, it was decided that Owen, for 
three years first baseman of the var- 
sity team and last season its captain, 
had earned the two awards by the 
excellence of his work on the diamond 
last spring. 

This makes the third successive time 
that the Harvard star has won the 
Wingate Cup, which is awarded to the 
player showing the best all-around 
ability on the diamond. The Wendell 
Bat, which is given for the strongest 
performance on the offense, Was 
awarded to Owen for the first time this 
year, having been won during the pre- 
ceding two years by A. J. Conlon 22. 
who is a member of the Boston Na- 
tional League Baseball Club. 

Owen's offensive performance was 
judged largely on the basis of his bat- 
ting average, which was, up to the final 
game last spring, .333, and on an aver- 
age derived from the following elements 
of his record last season:

scribed “puppets made of wood, 
moved by strings“; and Pindar also 
alluded to the little stringéd figures. 
The fact that the wise mien of 
ancient times exhorted their readers 
not to be like puppets is nothing 
against the little wooden actors. The 
philosophers were advising their fel- 
low puppets not to follow the jerking 
of their strings when others’ like 
themselves pulled them. The puppets 
are only obedient to the will of a 
superior being. a

exhibiting a few pieces of wood,” sai 
a Sicilian showman at the banquet of 
Callias which Xenophon described.

His poems, we dis- 
cover, are not wholly consistent illus- 
trations of his theories, but they are 
not; in this respect, failures. Every- 
one knows the major charge preferred 
against poems ritten to prove a 
theory. Many have found it easy to 
say that Arnold's poems lack spon- 
taneity; that they are bookish, aca- 
demic, self-conscious. Such faults 
are the inevitable by-products of imi- 
tation. Arnold is imitative, and for 
this reason he is often conscious in 
manner. But in a high sense Arnold 
attains his end. He emerges from the 
test to which he ‘has submitted him- 
self with distinction: his poetry has 
“high seriousness,” “interpretative 
power,” ‘totality of impression,“ and 
other key- qualities which he rates so 
highly; and it has them in generous 
measure. Arnold fails short of the 
ideals he has set himself; it could 
hardly be otherwise. But his achieve- | 
ment is admirable, and by it he sets 
new standards for poets who come 
after him.—Stanley T. Williams, in 
“Studies in Victorian Literature.”

the ra for to him peace is real, normal, actual 
substance. To some of a wider and more practical ex- 
perience, peace, enduring peace, seems, as honesty in 
politics appeared to Senator Ingalls, an itidescent dream. 
But cynicism is not the atmosphere in which either truth 
or right is togbe found. As health, not disease, is the 
normal physical state of man, and honesty, not craft, 
his normal mental characteristic, so peace, not war, is 
the normal state of nations. With a sigh_of relief the 
United States turned back to normalcy” after the night- 
mare of the World War. Now the problem is to main- 
tain the state thus attained. . 

The Christian Science Monitor has offered to the com- 
mittee on awards of the Bok plan no plan for the abolition 
of war and the furtherance of peace. Vet we yield to no 
one precedence in devotion to these ends. We pledge, in 
advance, respectful attention to any plan which this 
committee shall declare entitled to the prize offered by Mr. 
Bok. Whether the final end of peace shall be attained by 
even the universal acceptance of any plan which may now 
be formulated is perhaps debatable. 
in itself make for a wider comprehension of the evils 
which disturb peace, and help in the creation of such a 
social mind that war shall be unthinkable. Such a mental 
attitude on the part of nations is in no way unattainable. 
It is possessed already by individuals. Every man, in his 
relations to his fellows, encounters now and then disputes 
and aggressions quite as important and irritating to him as 
most quarrels which:lead to war are to nations, But the 
individual thinks in terms of order, self-restraint, mutual 
forbearance, or—at_the worst—legal redress. His mind 
at the moment of some seemingly unjustifiable aggression 
does not fly to thoughts of fisticuffs or of murder. So the 


average man, after the boyhood age, passes through life- 


without experience of violence. The averagé nation is 
organized with violence for one of its primary functions. 
It-is not without significance that in the organization of 
the infant government of the United States the War De- 
partment was created at the moment the Constitution was 
adopted, and the Navy Department was the next to be 
established. Defense was, of course, the purpose, but the 
idea that the infant nation, though far removed from tur- 
bulent Europe, could by any chance escape aggression 
never entered the minds of the Founders.

We think the proposition incontrovertible that the 
overwhelming majority of men detest and loathe any- 
thing even approaching violence in their daily life. If 
we are to abolish violence, and even the threat of violence, 
from intefnational affairs, we must devise means for 
arraying against it all this natural hatred and loathing. 
Unhappily, men who hold themselves rigidly aloof from 
anything of the sort are frequently willing to encourage 
and applaud manifestations of the fighting instinct in 


others, particularly if they themselves can find a finan- 


cial profit in it. If the promise of personal profit in war, 
or in the threat of war, could be wholly removed, a great 
step would be taken toward the destruction of all incen- 
tive to war. If every citizen, however rich, however 
eminent, however venerable, in station or in years, should 
feel himself liable to be called upon for sacrifices com- 
mensurate with that of the poor boy whose life ebbed out 
in the wire entanglements of No Man’s Land, there 
would be less inclination to preach war among the 
citizens and to vote for it among the Nation’s law- 
makers. To the end, therefore, that one nation at least 
may make the declaration of war as solemn, and as 
repugnant a thought as possible to all classes of people, 
The Christian Science Monitor would suggest the fol- 
lowing national action: . 

The adoption of a constitutional amendment substan- 
tially as follows: 


In the, event of a declaration of war, the 
property, equally with the persons, lives, and lib-

The profiteer would be eliminated. There would be no 


more “dollar-a-year men” serving the Nation, nor would 


there be, as during the last war, a horde of employees at 
Washington paid four or five times what the soldiers 
in the trenches received, nor à host of speculative 


hangers-on greatly enriching themgelves at the expense of 


the Government. It is perfectly apparent, too, that if in 
war time those engaged in essential industries should be 
denied the right to make personal profit, this right should 
equally be denied to all other manufacturers or dis- 
tributors. In brief, during the period of war, under the 
provisions of this constitutional amendment, the whole 


Nation would be militarized—or socialized, if you pre- 


fer—enrolled in one common effort for the performance 
of all functions engaged even in the most remote way 
with the national defense.. ; 

As a condition precedent to this, and to the end that 
agitation favoring war might be checked by removin 


all financial incentiye to it, the Congress should ‘enact ‘a 


statute. prohibiting the manufacture of arms or miuni- 
tions of war by private corporations or for private profit 
at any time. The Government should be provided with 
all necessary arsenals for the production of military im- 
plements in time of peace, and would have immediate 
authority, and indeed be compelled, to take over in time 


of war all plants capable of manufacturing such products. 


While it 1s probable that the effect of the selfish influ- 
ence of munition makers in Stimulating a war spirit has 
been largely exaggerated, it nevertheless exists. Recent 
dispatches to The Christian Science Monitor have shown 
that today this influence is being exerted in South ‘Amer- 
ica, and constitutes a real menace to the maintenance 
of harmonious relations between the nations of that 


continent. :

It may be urged that this plan, however efficient it 
might be in deterring the United States from taking part 
in another war, is a project purely for the regulation of 
the internal activities of a single nation, is not interna- 
tional in its character, and therefore does not eomè within 
the scope of Mr. Bok’s search for a plag which would 
assure world-wide peace. But it is evident in the first 
place that any nation which shall thoroughly equip itself 
to become an absolute unit industrially, commereially, 
financiglly, and as a military power, in the face of aggres- 
sion, in most cases would be looked upon as invulnerable. 
Sych a policy, proclaimed to thé world, would repel any 
suggestion of attack by.a foreign power. And more. 
The example set by-the United States, should it enact 
legislation of this sort, would inevitably be folldwed by 
other nations. Indeed, the forces which would neces- 
sarily be organized for the purpose of arousing public 
sentiment in the United States to accomplish these ends, 
would naturally seek at-once to awaken a like agitation 
among the people of other nations. If there should be 
established in the United States an organization with 
some such title as The Universal Conscription League,“ 
with the intent of .cothpelling the enactment of legisla- 
tion to:remove from war-time conditions any possibility 
of personal profit or of individyal immunity, such an 
organization would naturally become international. If 
Great Britain and the United States alone should be com- 
mitted to a policy of this character, they not only would 
enforce upon the rest of the world a comprehgnsion of 
the enormous power of nations, all the people of which 
should become as a unit in time of war, but they would 
stimulate within the body of other national communities 
a desire to follow their example. ss 

If no man nor any group of men could profit in the 
slightest degree by war, and if every man—and, for that 


matter, in these days of equal political rights, every 
‘woman—were thoroughly cognizant that suffering and

A recent | 
report returned to the United 
States Court in Boston by a 
grand jury discfoses the fact 
that during the last three years , 
large quantities of seized liquors, held for the purpose 
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of preventing their illegal sale by manufacturers and 


bootleggers, have been stolen from privately owned 
warehouses. It is significant, of course, but not impor- 
tant when the purpose is considered, that government 
agents, in some instances, have been accused of appro- 
priating the liquors. The main thing is that impounded 
stocks have, by carelessness or connivance, found their 
way back into the channels from which they were taken. 

The reasonable query is why and for what good pur- 
pose is it attempted to preserve these contraband liquors, 
except in cases where their production as proof of guilt 
of the accused manufacturers or venders is necessary. 
They have proved in the past, as they wifl always prove 
so long as the prevailing system maintains, a temptation 
to the avaricious and dishonest. Millions of gallons of 
liquor have mysteriously disappeared from storage ware- 
houses throughout the United States since the prohibi- 
tion law became effective. Apparently it is impossible 
to stop these leaks by any method yet discovered. 

It is reassuring to learn that the United States Dis- 

trict Attorney in Boston has moved for libels against 
the stocks of liquor of-all kinds now being stored under 
the jurisdiction of the court of which he is an officer. 
According to prices now quoted, these stocks are said 
to represent a money value of $2,500,000. It is not to 
be wondered at, considering the comparative ease with 
which contraband liquor is disposed of, that these stores 
tempt the dishonest officials and agents, as well as the 
predatory bootleggers. No doubt the Government, if 
it should be decided to sell these stocks, would find diffi- 
culty in interesting a responsible buyer. It is well known 
that most of the liquors seized are noxious poisons, unfit 
for use even in filling physicians’. prescriptions. 
It is likewise reassuring that the action taken in 
Boston destines all these stocks to early destruction. The 
libels will become effective as a matter of course after 
a certain fixed period, for probably in not a single case 
will the original owner assert Ins right of possession. 
Perhaps he, better than those who misappropriated the 
liquors, knows they are worse than worthless.

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“A British Onlooker’s Diary

_ Lonpon, Nov. 14—The confusion in our politics, which 
most people foresaw as a result of Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s 
luckless plunge into protection, has sensibly deepened this week. 
In effect the Prime Minister has smashed his own party and 
united the Opposition, thus, in the first week of the new 
propaganda, repeating the result of Mr. Joseph Chamberlain’s 
far abler and more attractive adventure of twenty years ago. 
Already a serious secession has taken place in Scotland, where 
the Glasgow Herald, by far the most powerful of Scottish 
newspapers, has openly thrown over protéction. This probably 
means the complete loss of Glasgow and the rout of the Tory 
Party all over Scotland. Neither Yorkshire nor Lancashire 
can be expected to bring other than discomfiture to the pro- 
tectionist cause, nor is there aay ‘serious pretense of a united 
Cabinet. The battle in the Cabinet between the moderates 
and the Diehards over the question of an immediate appeal to 
the constituencies has been decided in favor of the former, and 
after two or three weeks of confused propaganda a snap elec- 
tion will take place in the first week of December. 

So utterly unprepared an incident is without parallel in 
British politics. There is also a tactical difference as to whether 
the Safeguarding of Industries Act is to be amended or not. 
The protectionists say no, for this would imply a fatal disclo- 
sure of their hand, which Mr. Baldwin has partly revealed with 
serious results. For the great Tory interest of agriculture has 
been antagonized by the rejection of the bread and meat taxes, 
and agriculture is, after all, the most depressed, as it is the 
most important, of British industries, and the scene, therefore, 
on the Conservative side, is already one of multifold divisions. 
The free traders, or semi-free traders, want a referendum or 
an early election. The Diehards want food taxes. The mod- 
erates declare, if serious food taxes are imposed, they will 
secede. Hardly one newspaper speaks with enthusiasm of the 
new policy,and Mr. Baldwin’s halting presentment of it has low- 
ered his credit so rapidly and so completely that his person- 
alitv will count for little in the evolution of his strange tactics. 
“Why did he do it?” “Why did he do it at this moment; of 
al F others?“ are questions fo which no answer has been found. 
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As for the Opposition, it is, or will be, substantially united 
on the free trade issue. But there are limitations. If an 
electoral arrangement were possible between the Labor Party 
and the Liberals of both,sections by which each party left the 
others’ candidates alone, there would be no more talk of 
the Baldwin Government. But so long as the Liberal. Party 
moves steadily to the Right, while the Labor Party nails the 
twin flags of Socialism and capital levy to its mast, this is 
impossible, and only a partial ‘accommodation can be reached. 

As for the two sections of the Liberal Party, they will, 
in effect, work together, uniting on the free trade issue and 
appearing on joint platforms. The trouble with them is in 
the merging of the Lidyd George with the Asquithian organ- 
ization, and on this there will be a fight, probably ending in 
the capitulation of Mr. Lloyd George’s party, whose motto 
is reunién at any price. This, in its turn, practically settles 
the question of Liberal leadership. Mr. Asquith will not be a 
nullity in the campaign, for free trade is his subject, but he is 
no longer a vital politician, and Mr. Lloyd George and Mr, 
Winston Churchill, now re-entéring politics as Liberals, alto- 
gether outshine him in fire and energy. The trouble for Liber- 
alism is that, in spite of this advantage, it remains a partv 
without a policy and, therefore, without a future. Free trade 
is a conservative and not a constructive issue, and beyond it 
the field of Liberal thought is almost bare. ; 

As to Germany, the hope of her survival as a unity con- 
tinues slightly to strengthem The design of the Stresemann 
Administration is, briefly, this: No attempt will be made to 
govern any longer with the Socialists. But there will be no 
war upon them, at least from Berlin. They will be excluded 
from the central Government, but not from the many impor- 
tant administrative offices which they hold in various parts of 
Germany. On the other hand, there will be an exclusive 
government of middle class parties, with the Nationalist ele- 
ment included. This, with the suppression of the Communists 
in Saxony and Hamburg, where the Russians took a diréct part 
in the rising, may just hold Bavaria to the Reich, especially 
as Prince Rupprecht remains hostile to all attempts to break 
up a unified Germany, and Von Ludendorff revealed a childish 
incapacity for politics which has destroyed his movement.

I am bound to say that nearly all public opinion here which 
counts approves thé American decision. to have nothing to do 
with what the London Times calls the “tinkering” and “quib- 
bling” of Poincaré. ‘There never was a featherweight of support 
here for, or an ounce of belief in, the conference as France 
‘whittled it down, and now that America has given it the 
death blow, the counter-idea emerges of a full economic con- 
_ferencé on the state of Germany which America desires. To 
this France would be invited, and although Poincaré's power 


- weakens steadily, few doubt but that he would feel himself 


strong enough to refuse. England, as the summoning power, 
will then ask whether America will draw back. This, it is 
felt here, she can hardly do, for the table to which she will 
be invited was ordered and spread by herself. ‘ 
On this question of moral responsibility English feeling 
about American policy since the war is, and always has been, 
that which former President Wilson, who is still a name to 
conjure with in progressive England, has just expressed with, 
all his old elgquence and logical precision. If the United 
States had not come into the war, the war would have been 
lost. Because the United States left the. interpretation of the 
peace to France, the peace was actually lost. This, as we see 
it, is the sober truth abaut the ruin of Europe. America put 
her hand to the plow and then took it off again. 
Meanwhile how vain are all attempts to keep Germany 


Frith Ramsay Macdonald, on his return from Constantinople. 
He described to me in graphic language the plight of the new 
Turkish Republic. It had no administration. The problem, 
even. of governing Constantinople, with its vast network of 
interests and its large foreign population, was too formidable 
for these sons of peasants, and there is no sign of a desire to 
abandon the fleas and mudhuts of Angora for the seat ‘of 
Muhammad the Conqueror. A still worse trouble was the 
want of money. The poverty of the Republic and the impos- 
sibility of getting taxes paid;in order to relieve it, simply led 
to a confiscation of the moneys due to the Commission of the 
Debt, and that was plainly intolerable. A trained official class 
was essential. To get this the Turks are again looking to 
Germans. ‘They were not ill-disposed to the English, but 
English officials were dear, while Germans were glad of any 
pittance they could get. So the Germans were again beginning 
to fill the public service. Soon, thought Mr. Macdonald, they 
would recapture their old influence in Turkey, 
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
